With preliminary reports of all 
urban areas in and only one more 
day for the completion of the pre- 
liminary count in rural districts, Dr. 
Elizabeth Broach, local census direc- 
tor, was confident Tuesday that the 
census in the Atlants area would be 
close to perfect, so far as coverage 
is concerned, 

“The Atlanta census will be as near 
100 per cent as any census in any 
similarly populated area has ever 
been,” she stated. “Returns are com- 
ing in by the hundreds daily. Not 
only does every mail bring scores of 
them, but the enumerators, even in 


count has been made, are bringing in 
dozens ” 

Although the curtain will be offi- 
cially rung down on the preliminary 
count of rural] districts Wednesday 
night, the enumeration of residents 
will continue in the same way that 
it has continued after the preliminary 
reports on urban areas. 

A few reports were made Tuesday 
of districts which had not yet been 
visited by an enumerator. One of 
them was a part of the Center Hill 
district. “The district has not been 
completed yet, and will not be until 
Wednesday night. We will get there,” 
it was stated at the census office. 

Dr. Broach, as the end of the census 
neared, was especially enthusiastic 
over the “check-up” work, in which 
enumerators re-visit time and again 
homes, boarding houses and apart- 
ments where a full registration has 
not been obtained.

WASHINGTON, April 29.—(/)— 
Dr. E. W. Brown, professor of mathe- 
matics at Yale University, told mem- 
hers of the National Academy of Sei- 
ences here today that the new planet 
discovered by the Lowell observatory 
is not the one predicted by the late 
Lercival Lowell. 

“If the same methods had _ been 
_used with the additional observations 
of Uranus which have been made 
since Lowell completed his work,” Dr. 
Brown explained, “the predicted place 
of the planet in the sky would have 
bee. changed by some 25 or 30 de-

Well, there may be a wee, small 
grain of truth in that. If there is, it 
iS SO very small that it is scarcely 
worth worrying about in any cir- 
cumstances. Of course I don’t know 
whether there is any truth in the no- 
tion or not; neither does any other 
doctor or health authority. So J 
maintain that until we do know 
something about this, we doctors and 
health authorities are not morally 
justified in warning or worrying the 
laity about a hypothetical “lowering 
of resistance” or in publishing rules 
for keeping up resistance. 


The threadbare adyice of the health 
authorities, in time of flu or pnen- 
monuia epidemic, about the impert- 
ance of “securing plenty of fresh air 
and good nourishing food” is never 
taken seriously by anybody anyway. 
Doesn't every one try to do that all 
the time, as a matter of instinct? 

; e one sends me an imposing 
placard distributed by the health de- 
partment of an eastern city. It con- 
tains the usual rules for the preven- 
tion of what the health officer affa- 
bly calls “colds” (of course he doesn’t 
define what they are) and among 
them [I find only one that is worth 
white. It says, “Keep away from 
persons who have colds, for the germs 
are carried in the spray given off 
when such persons cough or sneeze.” 
Very good, so far as it goes. But 
even if you could duck in time to 
dodge the apres of cough or sneeze, 
you'd still in danger if you re- 
mained within five feet from the 
person with the respiratory infection

Chicken Pox. 

How long after the breaking 
out of the rash does chiken pox 
remain contagious?. Must other 
children who are not sick re- 
main out of school when there 
: a case in the house? (Mrs.

Answer—Accérding to the best evi- 
dence chicken pox may be spread not 
more than a day before the rash ap- 
pears, and ceases to be _ infectious 
within 10 days after the appearance 
of the rash. Public health ordinances 
usually require isolation of the pa- 
tient for from two to three weeks, 
and always require other children in 
the same family to remain out of 
school unless they have had chicke:s. 
pox. 

The Cure of Leprosy. 

The inclosed item tells of the 
cure of 24 lepers in the last 16 
months in a national leper home | 
at Carville, La., including the 
famous leper Early. As you 
have referred to the inhumane 
treatments accorded Early by the 
health authorities of various 
states this should interest you. 
(i; A. 8.) 

Answer—Rhe item informs us that 
the cures are effected with chaul- 
moogra oil, “a comparatively recent 
discovery.” Chaulmoogra oil was 
used in the treatment of loprosy by 
the East Indian and Chinese before 
the Christian era. United «States 
public health reports for December 
20, 1929, summarize the results of 
treatment of leprosy in Hawaii, sav- 
ing: “The use of chaulmoogra oil 
and its derivatives in Hawaii for 10 
years has not been attended by re- 
sults which indicate that they have 
any specific therapeutic value, and 
any effect they may have remains 
undertermined.” This authoritative 
government report also states that “a 
definite proportion of all.cases (of 
leprosy) apprehended become spon- 
taneously quiescent or atrested, and 
remain so for periods which may var 
from a few months to several years,’

Undoubtedly Tuesday’s Selling 
on Stock Exchange Caught 
Many Stop-Loss Orders; Illinois 
Central Head Sees No Appre- 
ciable Improvement in General 
Trade Until Middle of the Year.

WASHINGTON, April 29.—(?)— 
Praise of President Hoover for speedy 


action toward stemming the down- 
ward sway of business following the 
depression of six months ago, form- 
ed the keynote tonight of five speak- 
ers before the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States. 

Headed by Secretary Lamont and 
Julius H. Barnes, chairman of the 
national business survey conference, 
the business leaders centered the sec- 
ond general session of the 18th an- 
nual meeting of the chamber around a 
discussion of “business stabilization.” 

The commerce secretary said the 
chief executive’s quick call to business 
to confer with the government last fail 
bad definitely lessened “‘the depth of 
the depression and thus reduced it 
earlier than its duration.” 

Business and government activity 
since 1921, Lamont said has “de- 
veloped a flow of statistical infor- 
mation which has no parallel in any 
other part of the world.” He added 
that these statistical indicators “have 
played an important part in promot- 
ing such prosperity as this country 
has witnessed during recent years. 

“The time is now at hand,”’ Lamont 
said, “when business men should get 
behind a policy for the further de- 
velopment of statistics on production, 
stocks, employment, the construction 
industry and many other activities 
which would make it possible to keep 
, business informed currently as to the 
basic facts upon which policies must 
be predicated.” 

Actions Compared. 

Barnes compared actions taken fol- 
lowing the depressions of 1921 and 
1929 as an example of the experience 
gained in applying remedies to dips in 
the economic cycle. He estimated the 
depth of the latter deflation as a 
shrinkage in value of listed stock of 
$20,000,000.000 within sixty days. 

“In 1921 business men came to 
Washington to find out largely Mga 
the government was going to do, 
1929" they came to pledge what hey 
themselves were going to do,” he er 

“We have every right to believe 
that a great experiment in voluntary 
stabilization can be made progres- 
sively effective,” he said. 

“Business leadership is attempting 
the restoration of stability by a new 
philosophy, probably possible in no 
other country nor in any other era. 
The underlying philosophy is that 
America has reached such a stage in 
its development that recovery of sta- 
bilization could be attained by indi- 
vidual action guided by mutual coun- 
sel. In such a theory accurate infor-

GEORGIA SOCIETY HEARS

NEW YORK, April 20.—(#)—Gov- 
ernor Franklin D. Roosevelt, of New 
York, tonight addressed the Georgia 
Society, of which he is an honorary 
member.

The governor said when he first 
went to Warm Springs in 1924, he 
was told by residents he probably 
would be considered an “unrecon- 
structed northerner.” 

“I think.” he said, laughing, “that 
I have done pretty well to get elect- 
ed to the Georgia Society after only 
five years.’ 

The governor, in tracing the his- 
tory of the resort, said it was known 
only as a summer yacation spot when 
he went there in 1924. A newspa- 
per reporter interviewed him while 
he was swimming in a mineral pool, 
he said, apparently only the subject 
of politics, but actually to take pic- 
tures of him in the pool and gather 
material for a health story to be car- 
ried later in papers throughout the 
country.

Tinsley Rucker White, 86-year-old 
Confederate veteran and the father of 
Mrs. Corra Harris, noted Georgia 
writer, died Tuesday at a local hos- 
pital. The body will be taken today 
to Ruckersville for burial beside the 
graves of his father, Senator Wil- 
liam Bowling White, and his mother, 
Mildred Rucker White. 

Mr. White was a direct descendant 
of Colonel Stark. a member of the 
staff of George Washington. In the 
words of one very close to him, Mr. 
White “believed in war, Wt an“ schol- 
arship. He was without formal edu- 
eation but. knew his Shakespeare 
from cover to cover.” 

He was identified with the political 
fortunes of Elbert county for many 
years and was credited with carrying 
the county for local option before such 
an experiment had_ been previously 
made anywhere in Georgia.
